My Lords advert to the 6th clause of the Act of 11 & 12 Viet., c. 51, 
wherein it is enacted, That in case an application shall not have been made under 
the 5th clause of the same Act by the grand jury of any county, &c. in Ireland, 
at the Summer Assizes 1848, for converting the annuities which become payable 
by such county, &c. under the Act of 10 & 11 Viet., c. 87, into annuities of a 
longer or shorter duration, and it may be expedient that such an application 
should be made previous to any levy, a Special Sessions of the peace shall be 
called in the manner therein directed, and held on or previous to the 1st day of 
October in the present year, and it shall be lawful for the justices then and there 
assembled to make such application. 

Applications have accordingly been transmitted from the justices assembled 
in Special Sessions previously to the 1st October, in the following counties, for 
the conversion of the annuities chargeable upon those counties into others of a 
shorter or longer duration ; viz. Cavan, Leitrim, Londonderry, Donegal, Tyrone 

A month having elapsed since the expiration of the time within which such 
Special Sessions could be assembled, my Lords presume that no further applica- 
tions will be transmitted, and proceed to decide upon those now before them. 

After considering the value of the property in these several counties rateable 
to the poor rates, and the proportion which the charges under the Act of 10 & 11 
Viet., c. S7, together with the other charges, whether for poor or county cess, 
bear to that value, my Lords are pleased to authorize the following alterations

County Cavan : — The annuities payable half-yearly for 1 0 years, to be con- 
verted into equivalent annuities payable half-yearly for 15 years throughout all 
the baronies in this county. 

County Leitrim : — The annuities chargeable for 10 years on the several 
baronies in the county Leitrim (with the exception of the barony of Motml), to 
be converted into annuities for 15 years. The annuity chargeable for 10 years 
on the barony of Mohill, to be converted into an annuity for 20 years. 

County Londonderry : —The annuities chargeable on the several baronies in 
the county of Londonderry, which are payable by half-yearly instalments for 10 
years, to be converted into equivalent annuities, payable yearly by the number ot 
instalments stated below ; viz.

Write to the Chairman of the Special Sessions assembled in the counties of 
Cavan Leitrim, Londonderry, Donegal and Tyrone respectively, informing them 
of the decision of this Board with regard to the payment of the sums charge- 
able on those counties under the Act of the 10 & 11 Viet., c. 87, as above 
stated and inform them that the Paymaster of Civil Services in Ireland will 
communicate to the Treasurers of the said counties respectively the precise 
sums which will he chargeable on the Baronies, Electoral Divisions &c., in 
each county at the Spring Assizes, 1849, and subsequent Assizes ; and that the 
first payment thereon, whether half-yearly instalment, yearly instalment or 
payment in one sum, is to be levied previously to the Spring Assizes, 1849, and 
paid to the Paymaster of Civil Services immediately after those Assizes. 

Transmit copy of this Minute to the Paymaster of Civil Services in Ireland, 
and a“o copies of Mr. Finlaison’s letters of 25 September, and 28th ultimo, and 
desire he will compute from the tables included in Mr. Fmlaison s letters the 
precTse sums which, in conformity with their Lordships dec.sion contained m 
their Minute, will become payable by the counties m question at the Spring 
Assizes 1849, and the subsequent Assizes, and will communicate the same to 
the Treasurers of the several counties mentioned, and to this Board.
